In  overall  quality  appears  to  be  tied  with  the  Gardner 
coin  for  finest  known;  in  striking,  superior  to  the  Browning  Plate  coin,  as  well  as 
to  the  Clarke,  Wolfson  and  New  Netherlands  57th  Sale  examples,  these  being  the 
only  ones  of  comparable  quality  auctioned  in  the  past  dozen  years.  PLATE 

82  1818.  B-3.  Wide  date,  I’s  with  short  left  bases,  crack  through  lowest  arrow  head. 

Splendid  rainbow  toned  gem  Unc.,  softly  struck  as  always,  and  tied  for  finest 
known  with  the  long  vanished  Browning  Plate  and  Haseltine-Davis  coins.  Though 
the  variety  is  common  enough  in  worn  condition,  unaccountably  no  other  choice 
ones  have  turned  up  in  auctions  available  to  us.  PLATE 

83  1822.  B-1.  Unc.  and  sharply  struck,  exceptionally  so  on  curls.  Pale  gray  toning,  most 

noticeable  at  borders;  light  bag  marks,  the  only  ones  requiring  description  being 
a tiny  mark  above  eagle’s  head  and  a pin  scratch  before  face.  Finer  than  the  T. 
James  Clarke  coin.  PLATE 

84  1825/3.  B-2.  Unc.,  sharp  with  a light,  warm  toning;  tiny  rim  nick  left  of  date, 

small  dent  on  3rd  vertical  stripe.  In  a class  with  the  other  five  choice  ones  of  this 
variety:  Haseltine-Davis,  Col.  Green  — Browning  Plate  — Landau,  T.  J.  Clarke, 
Holm6s  2938,  Gardner  1628.  These  are  difficult  enough  to  tell  apart  from  available 
pictures  that  possibly  as  few  as  three  really  nice  ones  are  around  including  this 
one;  in  any  event,  unlikely  to  be  bettered.  PLATE 

85  1828.  B-4.  Brilliant  Proof,  showing  signs  of  contact  with  other  coins  (most  noticeably 

before  nose)  and  evidence  of  old  cleaning.  However,  the  die  state  and  striking 
quality  together  with  the  surface  in  critical  areas  leave  no  room  for  doubt;  the  piece 
is  an  authentic  Proof  and  one  of  only  five  offered  in  the  last  twenty  years  from 
these  dies.  WGC  97  was  rubbed;  the  Earle-Ryder-NN  49th  Sale  coin  was  nicked 
in  fields;  the  Cleneay-Allenburger-Clarke-Gardner  coin  and  the  unseen  Mougey 
piece  are  the  only  others.

406  1875.  Uriiliant  gem  Proof,  superb.  Identifiable  by  a tiny  tone  spot  above  first  T in

or  impaired,  two  of  the  other  six  being  in  musuems  (Smithsonian,  ANS).  Of  the 
other  four  proofs,  one  is  in  the  Eliasburg  collection,  another  ex  Atwater  was 
Grant  Pierce  1201,  a third  (ex  WGC  143,  “Memorable”)  has  long  since  dropped 
from  sight,  and  this  is  the  fourth.

526  1927  D.  Brilliant,  frosty  Unc.,  minimal  mint  abrasions.  Not  since  the  J.  W.  Schmandt 

Collection  sale  (1957),  the  World’s  Greatest  (1946)  and  Bell  (1944),  has  another 
e.xample  appeared  in  auction.  Possibly  six,  at  most  seven  specimens  are  knowm 
to  survive,  of  w'hich  three  are  impounded  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution  (twfo, 
directly  from  the  Denver  mint  in  1927  and  one  from  the  Lilly  estate).  In  addition 
to  the  three  impounded  pieces  and  this  one,  w>e  know  of  another  in  a midwest 
collection  (purchased  in  the  early  1960's,  possibly  obtained  directly  or  indirectly 
from  the  first  sale  mentioned  above).  Available  illustrations  do  not  permit 
definite  decision  on  whether  Lilly’s  (privately  bought  in  1953)  came  from  either 
the  World’s  Greatest  or  Bell  collections;  therefore,  there  is  uncertainty  as  to 
whether  4 or  only  3 1927  D Double  Eagles  are  to  be  found  in  collectors’  hands. 

Identifiable  by  the  mintmark,  which  is  from  the  correct  punch  as  on  the  Smith- 
sonians’  and  earlier  D mint  coins  in  the  1920’s  and  by  two  marginally  noticeable 
field  marks,  one  below  forearm,  the  other  midway  branch  and  end  border.
